LOSE THE ALIMONY

Kansas City Judge Rules on Im-

portant Point of State
Divorce Law.

DECISION FIRST OF ITS KINO

Court Holds Remarriage of Woman
Ends Obligations of Former Hus-

band Order Unnecessary.

A divorcee cannot expect to collect
alimony or have the support of two
men. Judge O. A. Lucas ruled recent-
ly at Kansas City. And incidentally
he decided that when a tlhorcee re-

marries, the alimony allowance of her
first husband automatically ceases
to be operative.

The ruling, the first of its kind made
in Missouri, was made In the motion of
Mrs. Olive M. Xelstm to revive and
Collect alimony granted her fourteen
years ago when she was divorced
from James A. Nelson, of Kansas City.
Mrs, Nelion secured divorce from
Nelson January li. 1908, She was
granted is.i i month tllmony, About
eighteen months later she remarried.

The plaintiff and her second hus-
band lived together about six years.
Then they were divorced. A year
ati James NollOn inherited the estate
of the late John Nelson, a wealthy
hide d alar. He had remarried.

His former wife attempted to col-

lect alimony extending over the four-
teen years, with Interest at 6 per
cent, amounting In all to 18,700, Judge
Lucat helil Mrs. Nelton COUld ollect
.alimony for the time from the date of
tha divorce decree until her remar-
riage.

Heretofore a remarriage has been
considered good reason for n court
order stopping the payment ol aii- -

MAY HONOR MISSOURI HERO I

Senator Stone Asks Appropria-
tion From Congress for Statue to

Colonel Doniphan.

To reseue from oblivion a man his
tory has forgotten, Senator Stone of
Missouri Introduced In the senate re--

eently a bill to appropriate $40,000 to
Ired In Washington a statue of Col.
Alexander w. Doniphan, a Missourian
Who led the march of the "one thou-

sand'' into Mexico seventy years ago.
No standard history and only two j

books contain nny mention of the
Doniphan expedition, although It is j

one of the greatest feats of American
arms and presents a story in thrill
and romance not surpassed In Ameri-
can history. 15y coincidence, Ameri-
can troopers In Mexico today have
crossed part of deserts and mountains
that Colonel Doniphan's men tra-
versed.

Senator Stone, who several years
ago had printed as a public document
a short account of this expedition,
written by John T. Hughes of the
First Missouri cavalry, asked the li-

brarians to Investigate how history
had recorded Colonel Doniphan's fa-

mous expedition. The report came
back that the pamphlet he had had
printed and another short article en-

titled "The Match of the One Thou-

sand." In which the expedition was
compared to Xenophon'a "ten thou-
sand." were the only public records of
the feat of arms performed by the
Missourian. The newspaper had got

its accounts from lhe document, sen-

ator Carton of Xew Mexico, an eg
Missourian, also was interested In see-

ing that colonel Doniphan, or the feat
of aims his "one thousand" men

wore nol forgotten, and Joint-
ly the two tenatort prepared the bin
and will urge its passage in speeches
before the senate.
